HE most fearful world war which rages 
T around Germany and Austria, the war 
which England and its allies unchained in 
Waliton manner, had been prepared long in ad- 
vence. That is shown by the fact that Russia, at 
the Very beginning, was able to march upon the 
enemy's border with an army several millions 
sirong and ready for action. In view of the com- 
paratively little developed railway system of the 
Vestern Russian border districts it would have 
been utterly impossible to care for such masses, to 
equip them with ammunition, which was employed 
at the very beginning of the war in a manner 
theretofore unheard of, and to look after the quick 
filling up of gaps caused by losses, if it had not 
been that enormous supplies of: every nature had 
been piled up back of the line of march in labors 
lasting probably for years. 

The army had also been very considerably 
strengthened by raising the-total.of the yearly 
contingents of recruits, Since the unfortunate 
Japanese war everything within the bounds of 
possibility had been done in a clear-sighted man- 
ner to increase the effectiveness of the army. All 
these measures permit us to recognize today what 
were the aims of thé Russian policy, and this is 
the more so because Russia itself had to fear an 
attack from no quarter. | 

Just as in Russia, so armaments had been in- 
creased to the extreme in France. The reintro- 
duction of the three-year service was the last 
possible step to strengthen the ‘armed force. This 
maximum.of preparedness for war was intended 
to be employed and had to be employed in order 
finally to carry through the war of revenge which 
had been so long planned. 

It is, indeed, to be supposed that both Russia 
and France would have preferred to postpone the 
struggle for a year or two more in order to permit 
the further development of the results of the three- 
year military service in France and the comple- 
tion of the strategic railways of Russia.

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AT ART MUSEUM 
OE COMMENT 


No Two Persons Appear to See 
Same Things :in Work of 
Former. St. ‘Louis Artist. 


Visitors to the City Art: Museum the 
past week have been much interested in 
an exhibition of 25 pictures by Albert 
Bloch, formerly a newspaper illustrator 
of St. Louis and- now !iving in Munich. 

They have given rise to a vast amount 
of comment, because no two persons 
appear’ to see the same things in them 
One critic declares they ‘‘show most as- 
tonishing developments, always in the 
direction of greater fresdom and finer 
abstraction.”’ 

They undoubtedly show great freedom. 
They are as free from the customary 
restraints and conventions of painting 
as it is possible to imagine. As to the 
abstraction, there is one called a ‘‘Por- 
trait of the Fraeulein von B,”’ in which 
that lady’s face shows considerable of 
the abstraction of a typhoid fever con- 
valescent meditating upon a square 
meal. If the Fraeulein is a real person, 
there is a strong suspicion she will find 
grounds for a libel suit every time she 
visits the exhibition: 

Portrait of Robert Minor. 

Another is a portrait of Robert Minor, 
formerly a cartoonist for the. Post- 
Dispatch. ‘While it iooks more liks 
Minor than the one of the Fraeulein 
can conceivably look jike anybody, the 
friends of that young man might have 
more or less* difficulty tn recognizing 
it, were it not for the guide book. 

“Bob,” as he was known to °~ his 
friends, is a.person of abundant 
physique -and his rugged 
scarcely limned aftér the model of an 
Adonis, but Bloch’s portrait. makes 
him resemble a:husky butcher’s boy 
gloating over the fallen ox. Opin- 
ions differ on this, however, as wit- 
ness the following econium by a 
critic who is conceded.to know capi- 
tal-A Art when he meets it in the 
road: 

“The Minor I can say is a good por- 
trait, for .I- know Minor, 
erstwhile a forceful cartoonist on the 
Post-Dispatch.” 

The same authority declares a 
Bloch portrait of F. F. L. Birrell “has 
the stamp of verity,” and adds: 

“Weird though you think this col- 
lection at first sight, after a little 
you find it full of harmony and pro- 
vocative of sensation not unpleasant, 
The Bloch exhibition is an escape 
from the conventional into a realm of 
almost; if not quite, pure art—where- 
in painting enters one as does music. 
And if you have that conceit of your- 
self that you Know that sort of‘thing 
is not art, and has no meaning, look 
at this year’s collection of paintings 
by American artists in another gal- 
lery at the Museum, and you'll grasp 
at the realization of how much the 
sort of thing that Bloch stands for 
has influenced the painters represent: 
ed there.”’ 

Factory Chimneys. 

Of another, “Factory Chimneys,” 
another, critic says, “it is so realistic 
that it might.bang in any exhibiton 
and attract no attention, save for a 
certain simplicity and strength.” 

The drawing represents a few wobbly 
gable-ends of houses over which the 
twin smoke-stacks of what, at first 
sight, might be mistaken for a brew- 
ery, raise themselves in two unsteady 
columns. Indeed, haziness of outline 
characterizes nearly all the pictures, the 
theory apparently being that the draw- 
ing doesnt make much difference—it is 
the color sensation that counts. 

To the mind of that great class of 
laymen to whom the cognoscenti fre- 
quently refer.as ‘‘philistines,’’ the pic- 
tufes are somewhat bewildering. _ The 
art critics, however, find a great deai 
of interest in them and in comparfng 
notes. ‘Vhile the pictures are extreme- 
ly reminiscent of the “futurist” paint- 
irigs that created such a furore a few 
months ago, one unimpeachable author- 
ity decldtes he saw similar ones in 
Bloch’s studio long before the ‘“futur- 
ists’’ were’ heard of. 

The paintings were brought here 
through Arthur Jerome Eddy of Chi- 
cago.

But it would be more accurate to 
refer to the néw mabs of Europe, for 
there are at least two groups of rival 
map makers; the Teutonie and the anti- 
Teutonic cartographers, and they are at 
present separated by the gelf of war. 


We are then thrown back upon a dis- 
cussion of the two maps—of the Europe 
that will come if Germany wins, of the 
Burope that will be constructed if Ger- 
many is beaten. Such a consideration 
of the pending questions need not, then, 
transcend the bounds of néutrality, and 
the purpose of this article js not to dis- 
cuss the moral or military weight of the 
two claims, but to indicate, so far as is 
possible, exactly what the claims are, 
and what the statistical, geographical 
and ethnological circumstances invoive. 
At the outset there are certain claims

Rate From Illinois Mines Same 
as to St. Louis Except for 
Bridge Toll. 


An increase of 5% cents a ton in the 


freight rate om soft coal from the South- 
erm Illinois mines to East St. Louis has 
been aliowed by the [Illinois Public 
Service Commission, according to an an- 


jnouncement by the commission yoster- 


day. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
allowed the same increase on rates to 
St. Louis Feb. 1, and it has been, in ef- 
fect since that time. 

The Illinois Public Service Commis- 
sion at that time suspended the increase 
insofar as it applied to East St. Louis. 
The result of this suspension was that 
coal from the Southern Illinois mines 
could be hauled to East St. Louis as a 
freight rate of 32 cents a ton, whereas 
the rate to St. Louis was 3744 cents a 
ton. 

Adding the 20 cents a ton bridge ar- 
bitrary, the cost of bringing a ton of 
coal into St. Louis was 57% cents, mak- 
ing the differential between Wast &t. 
Louis and St. Louis 25 cents a ton. Be- 
fore the rate was raised the differential 
always been 20 cents a ton. 

The ruling of the Illinois Commission 
restores the 20-cent diferential and takes 
away from East St. Louis an advantage 
of 5% cents In the freight rate which it 
has enjoyed since last February.

It 
was annexed by Austria in 1908, in de- 
fiance of the Berlin Congress agreement. 
Servia thus increased would become a 
State of above 6,000,000 homogenous peo- 
ple, after certain cessions had been made 
tc Bulgaria in Macedonia, provided with 
a window on the sea and a bulwark 
against the German Berlin-to-Badgail 
program, 

Bulgaria, despite her recent anti-Rus- 
sian actions, would unquestionably be 
placated by the gift of a portion of 
Macedonia populated by Bulgars, and 
thus bound to the anti-German alilance, 
for she would have quite as much as 
Servia to fear from an Austrian advance 
to the Aegean. In exchange for Buko- 
wina, Rumania would unquestionably 
cede her Silestrians of 1913 to Bulgaria, 
who would also reoccupy Thrace to the 
Enos-Midia line. Greece would get 


ranta,*Koritza and Argyrocastro. Monte- 
negro would receive Cattaro, Scutari and 
Albania north of the Drina. 


The Gate to the Sea, 
Finally Russia would take for herself 
Constantinople and the Galilpoli penin- 
sula, with enough territory on either 
side of the straits to enable her to de- 
fend them and Constantinople. She 
would thus acquire her long-sought exit 
to warm water, the city which has held 
the imagination of all Russians for cen- 
turies, and Asia Minor would become a 
mere dependency upon the nation which 
held Armenia and Byzantium. Turkey 
would then become not the vassal of 
Berlin, but of Petrograd. . 
If the next map of Europe be made by 
the victorious foes of Germany, Italy 
will acquire the Southern Tyrol, includ- 
ing Bothen, possibly including Meran 
and the German-speaking cantons as 
for north as the Brenner. She will take 
the Gorizia districts and possibly the 
Pusthertal. She will take Trieste, Is- 
tria and she will endeavor by taking 
Fiume and Dalmatia from Zara to the 
Narenta to out off Austria from the sea 
altogether. 
In taking Dalmatia Italy will run 
counter to Slav ambitions and may lay 
up for herself much trouble in the fu- 
ture. 
Italy will share with England, France 
and Russia in any partition of Asia 
Minor, {f the Turks’ estate is finaily 
divided. Ghe has already filed her claim 
to the southern coast, from the shore 
facing Rhodes to the Gulf of Alex- 
andretta. France dlaims Syria, Great 
Britain may acquire the Holy Wands 
and Dgypt the Red Sea coast, including 
Mecca. 
Rumania looks hopefully over into 
Bukowina, Transylvania and the Banat 
of Temesvar. If Austria is beaten she 
will Undoubtedly get her share of Buko- 
wina and Transylvania :cntire: her 
claims coriflict with those of Servia in 
Temesvar, and this may remain Hun- 
garian: But even if tnis happens Ru- 
mania wili become a considerable state, 
with a population of nearly 11,000,000. 
taking rank after Spain in the European 
aystem.

SX HURT WHEN 
AUTO RUNS INTO 
TRAN IN COUNTY 


Machine Driven on Déspite Wild 
Gesticulations of Blind Man 
at Barrett’s Station. 


WOMAN SERIOUSLY HURT 


Mrs. Frank L. Beckett Has Arm 
and Leg Broken; Others Only 
Bruised and Cut. 


While a blind man, whose hearing 
warned him of an impentihg accident, 
gesticulated wildly in an effort to stop an 


automobile at the Barrett’s Station 
grade crossing, in St. Louis County, yes- 
terday afternooh, the car ran on and 
struck the rear drive wheels of the lo- 
comotive of a Missouri Pacific suburban 
train. | 

Mrs. Frank L. Beckett of 3861 De Tonty 
street was hurled from the machine and 
her right arm and left leg were broken. 
She is in the Jewish Hospital. Hen hus- 
band and four other occupants of his 
Car were also thrown out, and were 
bruised and cut. The Becketts’ guests 
in their car were Mrs. W. H. O’Connell 
of 4148 Castleman avenue and Bernard 
Lechner, his wife and their daughter, 
Virginia, 6 years old, of 7818 Tower Grove 
ravenue, Webster Groves. 

Crossing Dangerous One. 

E. C. Mahaney, 30 years old and blind, 
keeps a store near the railroad track at 
Rarrett’s Station, The grade crossing 
is an exceptionally dangerous one, and 
Frank J. Bergs, manager of the Berry-- 
Bergs Coal Co., was killed there by a 
train in May, 1912. Since that time, Ma- 
haney has frequently warned automo- 
bilists from his front step, of the ap- 
proach of trains, and he is believed to 
have prevented a number of accidents. 

The Barrett's Station grade crossing is 

approached from the north by a steep 
incline, which requires automobilists to 
run’ at high speed to ascend it. Since 
the Bergs fatality an electric bell has 
beeh placed north of the crossing, to sig- 
nal the approach of trains, but the ring- 
ing of this bell may easily be unnoticed, 
residents of the neighborhood say, by 
automobilists who are intent on making 
the steep grade, and who, for purposes 
lof hill climbing, are running with the 
cut-out open, 
The track is in a slight depression at 
the top of this grade, so that persons not 
familiar with the road do not always 
realize that they are coming to a rail- 
road crossing. Beckett was unfamiliar 
with the road. 

Mahaney, sitting on the porch of his 
store, heard the train, westbound, and 
the automobile, southbound, approach 
the crossing. He jumped from his chair 
and wavéd his arms at the occupants of 
the machine. One of the women was 
heard to say, after the accident, that 
she thought he was waving at them for 
fun, after the manner of children. He 
shouted at them, but the noise made 
by the auto kept them from hearing 
what he said. Mahaney’s sister, who was 
inside the store, ran out just after the 
collision occurred. 

Train Running Slowly. 

The train was not running very rap- 
daly, as the station was but a short dis- 
tance ahead. The locomotive knocked 
the wheels from the automobile,. and 
the body of the car was knocked to one 
side. It fell in such a way as to re- 
main on fairly level ground. Mrs. Beck- 
ett was caught partly under the car, 
while: the others fell clear of the car. 
Little Virginia Lechner’s head was cut 
and her father had so many bruises that 
he went with Mrs. Beckett to the Jew- 
but he did not remain 
there.

A short time ago, when the 
authorities first began to give the sol- 
diers at the front their ‘“permissions’’ to 
go home for three days, they did so with 
considerable apprehension that the home 
influence on the soldier. might be a dis- 


| heartening one. 


But, on the contrary, the reunion 
seemed to give mutual encouragement. 
The soldier braced up the home folks’ 
confidence and pride in the army, ana 
the home folks stimulated the soldier's 
confidence and pride in himself. Thus 
the experiment has turned out a great 
success. 

The politicians and their fermentations 
are, in France, the bugbears of the army 
officers. This feeling of aversion and 
contempt extends, so far as I could 
make out, down through the rank and 
file. They feel that when a nation is 
at death grips with ita enemy, even the 
most beautiful or democratic theories 
should be locked away with other lux- 
uries; that the politicians should confine 
their activities to voting the funds nec- 
essary for the successful prosecution of 
the war, and should leave the conduct of 
the war severely alone. But in France 
even those politicians who hanker after 
a finger in the military pie are unani- 
mous for seeing the war through to a de- 
cisive victory. They may play’ politics 
about whether the Government should or 
should not have removed from Paris to 
Bordeaux last September, they may 
squabble over whether Gen. Sarrail_is 
the persecuted military genius of the 
war or an incompetent officer whose re- 
moval from Verdun should never have 
been sugar-coated by his appointment to 
Gallipoli; they may intrigue to oust Mil- 
lerand from the war minigtry and try 
to get together on Briand for his place; 
they may ‘stick loyally to Joffre because 
an* old man who is fond of fishing is 
not likely to become an old man on 
horseback.

This is unquestionably due in part to 
the fact that in England a very literal- 
minded race is shipping its soldiers to 
fight in merely geographical localities 
for seemingly abstract principles. The 
trouble ig that England has the chan-| 
nel and France has the imagination. It 
is Obvious how markedly stronger the 
combination would be if Britain were 
fighting an invader and France were 
fighting for sentiment. 

The superficial impression of holiday 
soldiering that one gets in England is} 
emphasized because of British hatred of 
\the dramatic and the British worship of 
sport. The British go on laughing, din- 
ing, playgoing, dancing, supping, in fact, 
frivoling, because they think it would 
be melodramatic to forswear these pur- 
suits because of the war. They go on 
cricketing, racing, fishing, shooting, 
hunting because they go on eating, 
drinking, sleeping and bathing. These 
are part of the bodily functions of the 
Briton. To any other nation, sport, no 
matter how intimate a part of the na-* 
tional life, in.certain emergencies be- 
comes trivial. 

To say that to an Englishman would 
be equivalent to saying that under. any 
circumstances child’ birth or prayer 
could be trivial. It is a national char- 
acteristic which must simply be ac- 
cepted. 


Customs Bring Critics, 


The impression made on superficial ob- 
servers by these manners and habits of 
casual unconcern does England a great 
injustice. For as far as her duties to 
her allies are concerned she has un- 
doubtedly gone far beyond her obliga-

Member of Regiment Part of 
Which Was on Ship Sunk by 
Submarine; Tells of Sensation 
in Bayonet Charge.

OSEPH Adams, a St. Louisan, on ac- 
J tive service with the English forces 


before the Dardanelles, has written 
an interesting account of his experi- 
ences at the front in his letters to his 
father, Andrew Adams, an employe ot 
the city hospital. 

Adams is a corporal in the First Regi- 
ment King’s own Scotch Borderers. At 
the start of the war he was stationed 
in Egypt. He was transferred to kn- 
gland in January and from there to the 
Dardanelles. . 

in April he received a gunshot wound 
in the finger. In May, he was serious- 
ly wounded in a charge upon Turkish 
trenches and as a result spent two 
months in a hospital at Malta. Upon 
recovery, he went back to the front and 
was slightly wounded again in July.. 

May Have Been Lost. 

Part of his regiment was on board 
the British transport, *‘Royal Edward,” 
which was sunk by a submarine in the 
Aegean Sea, Aug. 14. Andrew Adams 
fears that his son may have been on 
board, as he has not received a letter 
from him since Aug. 23. In thig letter 
the son stated he had been slightly 
wounded and had been promoted to Cor- 
poral. 

Describing his voyage from Egypt to 
England, the Corporal wrote: 

“We had a rough trip from Egypt. 
There were 50,000 men with us, but mine 
was the only British regiment. On our 
way we were ordered to take an island 
belonging to Turkey, which was giving 
information to the German ship, ‘““Em- 
den.” _. I was kept in the general re- 
serve in the bombardment that took 
place and did not get into the firing 
line. 

“The navy did most of the work. 
They shelled the fort, which gave our 
troops a chance to land. We were then 
sent to Ismailia, 
where we stayed for a month guarding 


in the Suez Canal, | 


the canal. It was thought that Turkey | 
would try to capture our position and. 


blow up the canal, but on account of the 
poor water supply; the Turks were up- 
able to cross the desert.” 
Tells of “Hell” at Dardenelles. 
Shortly after he landed at the Darda- 
nelles, in April, Adams wrote: “We 
5 9p on the twenty-fifth. The oppos- 
forces that we were supposed -to 
hold consisted of 13,000 men, while our 
strength, all told, could not have been 
more than 1800. We had orders to hold 
them 12 hours, but had to hang on for 
32 hours.

In a letter without a date, but written, 
the father said, in the latter part of 
July, the son describes an attack on 
the Turkish trenches as follows: 

“We went into action on the morning 
of June 5. After the artillery had bom- 
harded the enemy’s position for a good 
while, we charged the Turkish trenches 
at the point of the bayonet, and suc- 
ceeded in driving them back almost half 
a mile.. I was in the fifth trench when 
I was hit in the right shoulder by an 
explosive bullet, but there is no need 
to worry, as I am getting on splendidly. 
It is only a flesh wound, but it will take 
a month or six weeks to heal, and by 
that, time I expect the Turks to give in.” 

Sensation of Bayonet Charge. 

While convalescent in the hospital at 
Malta, Adanis wrote of the disadvan- 
tage the allies were under due to the 
lack of ammunition.

It was said yesterday 
by a public ‘official that such funds 
advertised by the banks do not 
amount to more than $25,000.

Released on Bond and Declares 
Doctors Were to Have Had 
Charge of His Patients. 


The Health Department yesterday 
| caused the arrest of George M. Heath, 
4887 Maryland avenue, a chemist and 
bacteriologist, who is opening clin- 
ical offices in the Oentury Building 
for the treatment of patients with a 
tuberoulosis “cure” he says he has 

ered. He is accused of unlaw- 
fully holding himself out as a physi- 
cian. 

The offense with which he is 
charged is punishable by a fine 
of from $60 to $600 or imprisonment 
in the workhouse for from one to 
12 months. He was released on $200 
bond. 

Heath was arrested on a warrant 
obtained by the Health Department 
following a visit to his office Friday 
by Miss Irene Muensch, a special in- 
vestigator. Miss Muensech declares 
Meath examined. her as a physician, 
indicated she was guffering from 
bronchial trouble and said he could 
effect a cure. 

Has Honorary Degree, He Says. 

She said she told him she feared 
she’ was suffering from tuberculosis. 
After asking her symptoms, she de- 


_| clares,; Heath told her ft was not con- 


sumption. He told her; she said, she 
could be.cured in three months: and 
that the only expense would be 560 
eents for medicine. 


Heath denfes that he posed as a 
physician. He said he was fitting up 
laboratories for a clinical atudy of 
tuberculosis, in which registered 
physicians would care for the patients 
and he would make chemical and 
biological examinations. He also 
denied he had ever represented him- 
self as a physician, although, he said, 
he had received an honorary doctor 
of medicine degree in recognition of 
hfs scientific work.

attack which, after several hours dura- 
tion, was repulsed with sanguinary 
losses to the attacking forces. He re- 
turned to the city before dawn and 
found heavy German guns, brought into 
position during the night shelling the 
Russian forts, six or seven of which 
were still defending themselves vigor- 
ously. 


Dead Bodies in Streets. 

The Russian artillery stationed at 
‘barrack on the northern heights also 
kept the southern suburbs under a heavy 
fire and the rain of rifle bullets was 
incessant. Nevertheless, Germans suc- 
ceeded under cover of darkness in put- 
ting a pontoon across the river. Several 
German battalions and batteries of ar- 
tillery gained the northern shore to sup- 
port the other troops which had crossed 
further down the stream. 

As the correspondent approached the 
bridge, he found the bodies of fallen 
soldiers everywhere along the streets. 
These and the dead horses were pushed 
aside to make room for the advance of 
the troops. Thirty yards away a shrap- 
nel shell exploded, killing a soldier and 
a horse. The air was still humming with 
bullets and shells were exploding over 
head. Forts No. 6 and No. 7 continued 
belching sheets of flame. 


Meanwhile. the writer reached the 
pontoon bridge, where long columns of 
troops were crossing swiftly. A man 
occasionally dropped from the ranks, 
but his body was pushed aside and the 
column moved on without breaking the 
pace. The river on both sides of the 
bridge was spouting flame from falling 
projectiles. Under these circumstances, 
the correspondent succeeded in reach- 
ing the northern shore. The streets and 
squares everywhere were full of sol- 
diers. The members of the Landwehr 
were searching houses and bringing out 
Russians arrayed in thf aost motley 
of uniforms, who had concealed them- 
selves in the buldings.. A. big Russian 
church, ignited by a Russian shrapnel 
shell, burned rapidly. A munition col- 
umn passing this church was struck in 
its midst by a Russian shrapnel shell, 
which killed three men and four horses, 


 Oivillans Hid in Cellars. 

Civilians nowhere appeared on the 
streets, but peeped with blanched faces 
from cellar lookouts or withdrew with 
terror from the scenes outside. Many 
people filled the cathedral, occupying 
all the roOém, some kneeling, some look- 
ing with thelr faces pressed to the 
floor. A heavy shell penetrated the 
wall, but did not explode, falling harm- 
lessly before the altar, which was ac- 

cepted as a miracle, causing a fresh pro- 
cession of fugitives from other churches. 

The writer found a hotel and was as- 
signed a room, where he stayed while 
the hottest fighting continued in a near- 
by street. Two machine guns, mount- 
ed on tables, were peppering a house 
50) yards away, assisted by a cannon. 
The commander of the post explained 
that 10 minates previously the Rus- 
sians made a sally, but were repulsed 
by this cannon and the machine guns

RHODE ISLAND’S WAR GOVERNOR, 
84 YEARS OLD, DIES IN FRANCE 


William bieenina Hada Leas Lived in 
Paris—Turned.Home Into Hos- 
pital for Wounded. 

PARIS, Sept. _ 1.—William Sprague 
famous war Governor of Rhode Islan, 
and twice United States Senator from 
that State, died at his residence here 
early this morning at the age of $4; 
years. His death was due to meningitis, 

coupled with the infirmities of age. 

At his bedside were his wife and his 
old friends, Capt. and Mrs. Frank H. 
Mason. His granddaughter, Mrs. Inez 
Stiness, is expected to sail from New 
York today. 

Sprague followed with deep interent 
the. developments of the European con- 
fifct, referring frequently to the cam- 
paign in which he took part in the Civili 
War.

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Section of Exhibits to Be De- 
voted to Home and School 
Grown Products. 


A section of the St. Louls Agricul- 
tural Fair to be held at Maxwelton 
Park, Oct. 4 to 9, is to be devoted to 
home and school gardening products. 

Through the recommendation of 
Prof. .Carl G. Rathmann, Assistant 
Superiitendent of Public Schools, the 
Board of. Education established a 
school garden department in 1913, 
under the supervision of H. C. Irish. 

Prof Rathmann is a believer in 
vistonal education and it was largely 
through his efforts that the St. Louis 
schools are the only schools in the 
United States which have a museum. 

The school gardens of the St. 
Louis public schools are a. part of 
the visional education plan. The 
children are required~<to prepare the 
soil, plant the seed and cultivate the 
growing plants. There are three 
classes of public school gardens: 
First—Communal gardens, in which 
the entire area is treated as a -unit. 
The work is performed as a’ whole 
by the pupils selected by the princi- 
pal. Second—Room gardens, in 
which certain plots are assigned to 
different rooms which are responsi- 
ble for planting and care of its beds, 
Most of the schools follow this plan. 
gardens in which 
the pupil or group of pupils are given 
a plot on the same conditions as the 
room garden are assigned. 

To foster this work, which is 
along the educational lines of agri- 
cultural fairs, the St. Louis Agricul- 
tural Fair is offering attractive pre- 
miums for flowers and vegetables: 
grown in the school gardens. This 
is not confined to the public school 
gardens of St. Louis, but to children’s 
home gardens in any part of the city 
or State. 

There are prizes for the best vase 
or vases of cut flowers of ageratum, 
antirrhinim (snapdragon), aster, bal- 
sam, calendula (pot . marigold), 
canna, coreopsis, cornflower, comos, 
dahlia, dianthus (pinks), gaillardia, 
geranium, gomphrena (bachelor but- 
ton), lantana, marigold, nasturtium, 
pansy, philox, rudbeckia (golden 
giow), saliva (scarlet), saliva (blue), 
verbena, zinnia. There will be a 
grand prize for the best collection of 
ornamental plants grown in graded 
school garden by children from one 
room. 

Premiums are also offered for 
vegetables grown by school children.

MADE MAJOR’S ASSISTANT 


Handled No Important Criminal 
. Cases, but Had a Part in 
Big Civil Suits. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
| Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11-—An- 


nouncement by Gov. Major that he 
would appoint Charles G. Revelle, State 
Insurance Superintendent, to the va- 
cancy on. the Missouri Supreme Court 
caused by the death-of Justice John C. 
Brown, has caused much comment 
among lawyers and followers of State 
poltical affairs, largely because of the 
youth of Revelle. 

Revelle today delivered his resigna- 
tion to Zach Patterson, the Governor's 
secretary, effective at the pleasure of 
the Governor. | 

Revelle’s experience in legal practice 
and in handling legal matters has been 
discussed by lawyers in talking of the 
appointment. He is 37 years old and will 
be the youngest man who ever sat in 
the Missouri Supreme Court. He was 
born in Bollinger County in November, 
1877, and was educated in the schools 
of that county, in a small academy in 
Marble Hill, Bollinger County, and for 
a short time attended the State Uni- 
versity. 

‘ Admitted to Bar at 21. . 

Revelle studied law in the office of 
Moses Whybark, then in Marble Hill, 
and-now one of the leading: lawyers 
of Southeast Missouri. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in Bollinger Coun- 
ty soon after he was 21 years old, 
and long before the State law re- 
quired applicants for admission to 
the bar to be examined by a State 
Board of Bar Examiners and admit- 
He 
was examined by a committee of local 
lawyers in’ Bollinger County, and is 
said by some of the older attorneys 
there to have passed a very credit- 


fjable examination. 


He immediately bega&n the practice 
of law in Bollinger County, accept- 


ting business as it comes to a young 


lawyer in a rural cémmunity. Bol- 
linger is one of the smaller counties 
of the State.

Had Ne Important Criminal Cases. 

The most important criminal cases 
which were handled during the time 
Major was Attorney-General were 
the prosecution of Dr. B. Clark 
Hyde in Kansas City and the prose- 
cution of Herman Kretchmar in 8t. 
Louis, both for murder. These did 
not fall.to Revelle, but were handled 
oy John M. Atkinson, another assist- 
ant, 

One of the more important cases 
handled by Revelle was the institu- 
ion of a quo warranto action to 
oust the railroads from Missouri on 
the ground that they had illegally 
conspired to fix passenger fares at 
3 cents per mile. The petition was 
prepared by Revelle and was dis- 
missed by the Missouri Supreme 
Court, which held that it was insuf- 
ficient to base an action upon. 

He had an active part in the Beef 
Trust and Harvester Trust prosecu- 
tions. In these cases, the State was 
victorious. 

Revelle made an active campaign 
of the State for Major for Governor, 
and again was rewarded for his ef- 
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‘State Superintendent of Insurance. In 
this office Revelle was relieved of 
legal duties except to make rulings 
on points of insurance law. His prin- 
cipal duties, however, were adminis- 
trative. ° 


He was instrumental in a campaign 
to alter the Missouri insurance laws 
at the last session of the Legislature. 
He was a member of a commission 
headed by Edward F. Goltra of St. 
Louis, appointed by Gov. Major, to 
suggest revisions of the insurance 
laws after all fire insurance com- 
panies had withdrawn from the State 
because of enforcement of objection- 
able statutes. 


Toured United States. 


This comnrission toured the United 
States in Goltra’s private car and 
made a report to the Legislature, 
including several insurance bills, one 
of which was a rating bill and an- 
other a Fire Marshal bill. One of 
the most bitter legislative fights in 
many years was aroused by these 
bills. Charges that the rating bill 
was favorable to the insurance com- 
panies and against the interests of 
purchasers of fire insurance wére 
made. Insurance Superintendent 
Potts of Illinois, in an analysis of 
the bill, declared that it was a bad 
measure. The Legislature amended 
it many times and finally passed a 
bill which contained none of the 
features which had been considered 
objectionable.

The Fire Marshal bill was defeated. 
As Insurance Superintendent Revelle 


received a salary of $3000 a year. An 
unusual situation in the office was re~- 
vealed “in the last Legislature. It was 
shown that Walter Chorn, actuary In the 
department, at a salary of $2000 a year, 
drew fees which increased his imcome 
from the department to nearly $000 a 
year or nearly $3000 a year more than 
Revelle, the head of the department, 
received in salary. 

It is understood that Chorn is to be 
made superintendent when Revelle goes 
on the bench. 

The Missouri Supreme Court docket 
shows that prior to the time Revelle 
became an assistant Attorney-General 
he had had two cases in the Supreme 
Court. They were civil cases appealed 
from St. Francois County. One was 
transferred to the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals and the other was won by 
Revelle and his associates on a dismis- 
sal of the appeal, which had been taken 
by his opponents, Revelle having won 
the case in the lower tourts.

HE movies, which, from a modest and. dif- 
fident ‘start, finally gained daring enough 
to lasso leading theatrical and grand 
opera stars, have now soared to the as- 
surance ‘of corraling captains of renee 
themselves into their service. 

Only the other-day in St. Louis -there 
occurred what was probably a climax in the rise of the 
‘photodrama. As voluntary actors before the cinema 
camera there appeared personages no less impressive 
than the following: John I. Beggs, président of the St. 
Louis Car Co.; Henry W. Peters, vice president of the 


International Shoe Co; Henry Semple Ames, vice presi- 


dent of the Mississippi Valley Trust Co.;: Dr. Robert J. 
O’Reilly, capitalist; Robert H.. Stockton, a of 
the Majestic Manufacturing Co., and S. EB 
Hoffman, vice president of the Merchants. 
Laclede National Bank. All of these men 
are wealthy, and some are rated as mil- 
lionaires. 

True to their duties as financiers, they 
drew salaries for their histrionic services 
which make Mary Pickford’s alleged $2000 
a week take on something of the semblance 
of. stage money. It is true that each of 
the capitalists collected only $5 for gracing 
the film with their physiognomies. But 
they posed for only two minutes. This 
was at the rate of $2.50 a minute, $150 an 
hour, $1200 for a day of eight hours and 
$7200 for a week of six days. 

It miust-be admitted that these magnates 
had celebrity as movie characters thrust 
upon them. But it must also be confessed 
that they made. no violent: exertions to 
avoid the grasp of fame. It happened that 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., one of 
St. Louis’ big banks, had consented to be 
used as the setting for a photoplay writ- 
ten by its publicity manager, G. Prather 
Knapp,’and: entitled “The Making of John 
Hayes.” ‘Oné of the scenes demanded: a 
view of the Board of Directors in session; 
solemnly considering the advisability of 
issuing a loan- to the once thriftless 
“Hayes.” 

No “fake” bank directors would content 
the director of the production, George L. 
Cox of Chicago. Nothing less than -the 
real article would serve. So, on the day of 
the regular meeting of the board, he smug- 
gled his camera and arc lights into the 
directors’ room, with emotions as closely 
resembling fear and trembling as one of 
these despots of the film is ever able to 
experience.

Other Worlds. 


BY PAUL BECQUEREL, Sc. D. 

OT only can the spores of fungi, algae, 
mosses and of ferns, the myriads of 
grains of pollen from flowers, the seeds 
of phanerogams, the cysts of infusoria 
and the eggs of certain crustaceans and 
insects pass into a state of latent life; 
but likewise animal tissues, and even 

some perfectly developed forms of life called revivi- 
_.feents, as certain species of algae, mosses, lichens, roti- 
fiers, arctisca and nematodes. 
Already, in 1831, Alphonse de Candolle had carried on 
researches with 368 kinds of seeds preserved for 14 years 
in sacks. I resumed the 
work of that learned nat- 
uralist, extending it to 500 
kinds of seeds, which came 
from the seed museum of 
the Museum d’Histoire 
Naturelle of Paris. The 
time of their collection, 
carefully verified, ranged 
from 25 to 135 years. 
Twenty germinations came 
from seeds 28 to 87 years 
old. 

The influence of low 
temperatures on seeds and 
spores has 
for 30 years by a number 
of investigators. These 
scientists have proved that 
seeds in their state of 
natural dessication endure, 
without perishing, tem- 
peratures as low as 190 to 
250 degrees below zero. If 
we accept their calcula- 
tions and apply them to 
macrobiotic seeds which 
live 100 years at a tem-

Sun So Hot Nothing Can Burn 
On It.

HAT is the nature of the sun? It appears, in 
consideration of its high temperature and low 
. density, to be a great ball of incandescent 
gases. Of course, the pressure is so enormous 
that the gases approach the density of liquids. These 
gases are so hot as to exceed: in temperature anything 
we have upon the earth’s 
surface, 

It must not be supposed, 
however, that they are 
' burning gases like the 
burning of illuminating 
gas in air. The tempera- 
ture on the sun’s surface 
is so high that in general 
no compounds of elements 
are occurring there. If the 
ordinary compounds, for 
instance, products of com- 
bustion like carbonic gas, 
should be present on the 
sun, the elements of which 
they are composed would 
separate, one from another, 
owing to the enormous 

temperature. 

It is really extraordi- 
nary how much has been 
found out about the sun, 
when it is considered that 
it lies at the enormous dis- 
tance of 93,000,000 miles. 
The diameter of the sun is 
known to great accuracy 
—865,000 miles. From a consideration of the motions 
of the earth and the moon it is found that the mass of 
the sun is 322,800 times the mass of the earth; so that 
a body which weighs 100 pounds at the earth’s surface

Every square mile of our atmosphere contains nitrogen 
enough to satisfy our total consumption for more than 
half @ century. 

Sir William Crookes’ disquieting message did not cause 
much worry to iticians, but to the men of science it 
rang like a reproach to the human race. Here, then, 
we were in possession of an inexhaustible store of nitro- 
gen in the air, and yet,.unless we found some practical 
means of utilizing it, we would soon be in a position 
similar to that of a shipwrecked sailor, drifting about 
on an immense ocean of brine, and slowly dying for lack 
of drinking water. : 

As a guiding beacon there was, however, that simple 
experiment carried out in a little glass tube, as far back 
as 1776, by both Cavendish and Priestley, which showed 
that if electric sparks were passed through air the oxy- 
gen was.able to burn some of the nitrogen and to en- 
gender nitrous vapors. -

This seemingly unimportant laboratory curiosity, so 
long dormant in the textbooks, was made a starting 
point by Charles 8.

Soon from Norway’s abundant waterfalls came the 
news that Birkeland and Eyde had solved successfully, 
and on a commercial scale, the same problem by a dif- 
ferently constructed apparatus. Frank and Caro, in Ger- 
many, succeeded in creating another profitable industrial 
process whereby nitrogen could be fixed by carbide of 
calcium, which converts it into calcium cyanimide, 
excellent fertilizer by itself. 

The cyanimide industry today represents an invest- 
ment of about $30,000,000, with three factories in Ger- 
many, two in Norway, two in Sweden, one in France, 
one in Switzerland, two in Italy, one in Austria one in 
Japan and one in Canada. The total output of cyani- 
mide is valued at $15,000,000 yearly and employs 200,000 
horsepower.

Earth’s “Molten Interior” a 


Myth. 
BY LOUIS B. STEWART, D. P.S. 


HE theory that the crust of the earth is only a 
| few miles in thickness, and rests upon an in- 
tensely heated molten interior, is no longer 
tenable. It is now known that the earth as a 
whole possesses a high degree of effective rigidity, as 
great as if it were composed throughout of steel. It is 
no doubt true that the in- 
terior of the earth is in an 
intensely heated condition 
and that it appears to 
possess some of the qual- 
ities of a fluid; at the 
same time it behaves in 
many respects as a solid. 
Prof. Milne concludes 
from the _ velocities of 
seismic waves at different 
depths that the materials 
and general characters of 
the crust of the earth that 
are found at the surface 
may extend to a depth of 
about thirty miles, but be- 
yond that the material 
seems to merge into a 
fairly homogeneous 
nucleus. This state prob- 
ably extends to a depth 
of six-tenths of the radius, 
but the remaining four- 
tenths forms a core whi¢h 
differs in its physical and 
possibly its chemical con- 
stitution, from the outer 
portion. What the state of this nucleus is must be a 
matter largely of conjecture until we have a fuller 
knowledge of the state of matter when subjected to the 
vast pressure such as exists within the earth’s interior. 
Additional evidence that the earth as a ole is at 
least as rigid as steel is furnished by a study of tidal 
phenomena and also by the variation of latitude. 


THE ATOM A MINIATURE SOLAR SYSTEM. 
BY PROF. A. S. EVE, McGILL UNIVERSITY. 
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E can now form a clear mental picture of the 
general character ofthe atom. It is a minia- 
ture solar system. The sun is replaced by 
positively charged nucleus. The planets, per- 

haps confined to one or more definite orbits or rings, are 
replaced by nezative electrons revolving rapidly around 
the nucleus. The gravitational force is replaced by the 
electrical attraction between the positive nucleus and 
negative electrons. 

In the early days of the kinetic theory of gases, now 
well established in its broad outlines, it was sufficient 
to regard the atom as a perfectly elastic sphere, and it 


ap was about a generation: ago that leading savants were 


triumphantly determining the effective radius of the 
atom as about the hundred millionth of a centimeter. 
The discovery of electrons as the cathode rays of an 
electric discharge in an exhausted tube, and as the beta 
rays of radium, opened up new regions. It appears that 
negative electricity consists of electrons with their ac- 
companying but unexplained effects in the ether. Elec- 
trons in motion produce magnetic fieids. Their effec-

WITH HUMAN CHINS.

HE human lower jawbone differs 
in a yery essential manner from 
those found among the rest of 
the primates—and all vertebrates, 

in fact—in having its lower anterior bor- 
der bent forward and downward so as 
to form a chin. 

The elephant has a kind of chin, and 
among older writers this fact was ad- 
duced as showing its superiority to other 
quadrupeds. But we know that the ele- 
phant’s chin is a mere degenerate rem- 
nant of the long lower jaw of its ances- 
tors, the terabelodon and the mastodon. 

Another interesting example is found 
in the dugong (sea cow) and its relatives. 
This apparent chin is not, like the ele- 
phant’s, a relic of decayed functions, but 
has, like man’s, increased and improved 
with the ages. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, the downward elongation of the 
mandible of these animals is not a chin 
comparable to our own at all, but is mere- 
ly a kind of bony rostrum on which the 
dugong and its relatives wear their horny 
false teeth.

tive mass is about one-eighteen-hundredth part of that 
of a hydrogen atom, and their effective radius one-one- 
hundred-thousandth. The greatest known speed of elac- 
trons nearly approaches that of light. 

There has been long search for the positive electron, 
and in vain; yet it seems likely that it has been under 
our eyes all the time. Since the hydrogen atom never 
loses more than a single electron, is it not possible, sug- 
gests Rutherford, that the nucleus of the hydrogen atom 
may be the positive electron? Rutherford cautiously 
remarks that there is no experimental evidence against 
such a supposition. 

Bohr endeavors to account for the manner in which 
two hydrogen atoms form a molecule. Each atom has 
a nucleus of positive charge and a simple electron re- 
Their charges are equal and opposite. 
The nuclei of two such atoms repel each other. The 
revolving electrons of two atoms close together, if ro- 
tating in the same direction, constitute two parallel 
currents of electricity, and these attract one another 
and arrive in the same plane. It is easy to make a 
model on a whirling table with the nuclei on an upright 
rod, the electrons revolving like the governor balls of 
an engine. 

Bohr has gone further, and conceived a similar medel 
for a water molecule with the two nuclei of hydrogen 
and one nucleus of oxygen in a straight line, with 10 
electrons revolving.in their zones about them. No 
doubt these suggestive schemes are: somewhat specula- 
tive, but it is refreshing to find a first approximation 
to a dynamical scheme replacing the old unsatisfac- 
tory electrostatic atoms, which probably did not ap- 
proximate the truth. Some of the formidable organic 
molecules must haye a complexity which it may take 
generations of physicists to unravel.

Sun Will Last Several Billion 
Centuries.

This is very far from 
the millions of degrees 
formerly supposed. It 
does not mean, however, 
that the amount of heat 
sent out by the sun is not 
enormous. We may well 
ask by what means this 


compensated. 

It is indeed impossible 
that the sun should burn 
like an immense block of 
coal. The most intense 
combustion revealed to us 
by the chemist; for ex- 
ample, that of gun-cotton 
—would not suffice to feed 
this radiation for more 
than a few thousands of | 
years. We must look else 
where. A rain of astroids has been suggested, which 
by its kinetic energy would restore the lost heat to the 
sun. Such an hypothésis is not possible. The mass of 
the sun would increase indefinitely, and the planets 
would show an unobserved acceleration. 

The sun, however, as Helmholtz supposed, could con- 
tract little by little, changing into heat the internal en- 
ergy of the primitive nebula of Laplace. A contraction 
of 30 meters per year would explain all. Unfortunately, 
@ very suggestive calculation shows that all the heat 
which the sun could thus develop since its origin, by 
any mechanical process whatever, would not sustain 
the radiation for more than 15 million years. And the 
world is very much older than that, at least so the geolo- 
gists affirm. Their arguments all tend by different 
paths to lead us to admit a past very much longer 
than 100 million years, running perhaps into thousands 
of millions. 

We must apparently search in the interior of the 
atoms themselves for the source of solar heat. The in- 
finitely small, as Pascal said, will explain the infinitely 
great. Intra-atomic energy is indeed enormous, and the 
sun, as well as many of the stars, shows in abundance 
one of the most characteristic elements of radioactive 
transformations—helium. 

The problem now tends to assume a new aspect of 
the highest philosophical import. On this basis the 
sun would possess a total energy, assuring to it a dura- 
tion of several hundred billion centuries with the pres- 
ent loss of energy by radiation.
